NEW YOKE, Jau 10. — Tom Sharkey, 


the American s&iior, now stands the 
only heavy weight possibility for cham- 
pionship honors as Bgaiust Bob Fitz- 
simmons. 


At the Lenox Athletic club tonight 


he whipped Kid McCoy good and hard 
in the tenth round of what was to have 
been a twenty -round battle for heavy- 
weight honors. Eight thousand peo- 
ple were in attendance- 


Sharkey's ring work acd generalship 


was a vast improvement over his exhi- 
bitions when he first came to the east, 
but as a fighter the improvement is al- 
most incredible. 
He has now met all 


the big fellows and with the exception 
of his first fight with Jeffries, none of 
them has gained a decision over him. 


In all his fights up to tonight McCoy 


showed he was possessed of great abil- 
ity in fistic work, and despite the fact 
that he was beaten tonight he is SiiU 
the peer "of Tiny pngihst so far"as

His marvel- 
ous foot work and his long left jabs are 
two features that appealed to lovers of 
the fistic att. When he sent Sharkey 
twice to the floor in the third round, no 
one doubted his ability to hit hard and 
many thought he had Sharkey at his 
mercy. This idea was soon dispelled 
when the Irishman began to get to his 
man, and take everything into cousider- 
tion Sharkey's work stamps him as the 
toughest proposition that any aspiring 
heavy-weight pugilist will have to en- 
counter. 


The following gives tho result by 


rounds: 


Bound One— McCoy led left for the 


wind, but missed. Tom swung left on 
the kidneys and upper cut with big 
light on the chest. McCoy made left 
and right swings and caught Tom oa 
the stomach. McCoy again sent left 
for the stomach and right up to face. 
Sbarkey hooked a right to the ribs. ' 


1 Round Two— McCoy let his left go, 
landing lightly on Uce, and then Tom 
stepped back. 
McCoy sent right to 


face. Two efforts of McCoy to reach 
his man were futile, but he caught Tom 
on the ropes and caught left swing on 
the nose. McCoy kept up a light step 
ping and evaded Tom's attempts for a 
left hook on the wind. McCoy put a 
light left on Tom's face and Sharkey 
sent a hard left hook to ribs. 


Bound Three — McCoy sent left to ear 


and ducked away from left swing Each 
sent left to head, but with little effect. 
McCoy's foot work puzzled Sharkey, 
who conld not land until McCoy stopped 
after getting left on the breast. Tom 
sent left to neck and McCoy jabbed a 
hard left on the nose. The Rid sent 
his right to the face, and repeated the 
blow within two seconds so hard that 
Tom fell to the floor. He jumped up 
like a rubber ball, rebounding, and 
again he fell to the floor. The boll 
found them sparring. 


Bound Four — McCoy cut out tho 


pace and Sharkey could not reach liiqo 
through his side-stepping. McCoy sent 
a light left to borty and head occasion- 
ally. 
Sharkey rushed and tried for 


body, but tho Kid side-stepped and 
gave two hard swings on the face. 


Round Five — McCoy rushed across 


the ring and the men clinched 
Shar- 


koy tried left and right swings, the Kid 
dodging cleverly. Tom sent his left to 
stomach and right on tho oar. McCoy 
countered heavily with right on the 
bend. 


Round Biz — Sharkey was on tho ag- 


gressive, «»nd McCoy was very wary, 
iag his feet to advantage. Tom landed 


left book low on body and another on 
the ribs. 
McCoy jabbed left to face 


and body, and received left hook on 
the neck, under the ear. Tom hooked 


and sent right across to head, but 


they were glancing blows. 
At this 


of the g^me the betting was $500 


even that Tom would knock McCoy 
out. 


Boiind Seven—Tom swung left for 


head. 
McCoy blocked the blows with 


his elbows. Two clinches followed in 
which the referee had to go between 
the men to separate them. McCoy sent 
left to the wind and landed right on the 
head. Feinting and blocking on both 
sides then was the order and McCoy 
landed left hook on Tom's right eye. 
raiding a mouse over the cheek bone. 
Both men were fresh when the gong 
sounded. 


Bound Eight—After

clinch McCoy sent left swing to head, 


left to head,.

Meet »»d II«gin What FromUe* to He a 


Stormy Seniou. 


Paris. Jan. 10.—Tbe French chambers 


reopened today, and Palais Bourbon, 
where tbe chamber of deputies sits, was 
crowded. Everything points to a stormy 
sitting of the deuties It is expected that 
» vote of confidence will be taken and 
that it will possibly lead to the fall of 
the ministry. All the streets in the vin- 
cinity of the Palais Bourbon lare lined 
with excited crowds, which are kept in 
order by an imposing force of police and 
republican guards. 


The well-known deputies were received 


with mingled cheers and hooting. An 
enthusiastic deputy offered his seat to 
M. Quesnay de Beaurepaire, the former 
president of th-e civil section of the court 
of cassation, who has just resigned that 
office and attacked the the court on the 
ground that it is in favor of Dreyfus. 


The session was opened at 2.15 p. m., 


under the presidency of the senior mem- 
ber of tbe house, M. Charles Boysset, 
radical republican, 
representing the 


Chaion-Sur-Saone division o£Saone-et- 
Loire, where he was born in 1817. 


Addressing the deputies, M. Boysett 


implored them to put an end to the "pain- 
ful and dangerous divisions," and1 to 
again become "calm and self-reliant, 
side by side with our valiant army." 


The chamber shortly afterwards re- 


iclected M. D^schanel to the presidency 
of the house by a vote of 323 against 18 
cast for M. Brisson. 


The resigmaitipn of M. Quesnay oe 


Bpaurepaiire, president of the c,'vil sec- 
tion of the c"urt of cassation, has i<3- 
Vived interest in the Dreyfus case, wh'ieb 
had calmed "down during the past fevv 
days, to the fever point The anti-Drey- 
fusites a%e doing everything possible to 
discredit the court of cassation, as it i? 
generally accepted in the be-st informed 
clrces that the court is preparing: to ren- 
der judgment in favor of Dreyfus. 


The cabinet met this afternoon under 


the presidency of President Faure, who 
issued a decre accpting the resignation 
of M. de Beaurepaire and appointing 
Counsellor Ballet de Beaupre to succeed 
him. 


The minister of jusitice, M. Lebret, an- 


nounced that M. Mazeau, the first presi- 
dent of the court of cassation, will pre- 
side over the criminal section of th>j 
court of cassation, instead of M. tx>e\v, 
when the Dreyfus inquiry is terminated 
and the court meets to make a decision. 
This step has been laken in consequence 
of the viiulent attacks on M Loew, 
based on the fact that he is n Jew. 


The minister also read the telegraphic 


dposition from Dreyfus, fn which he not 
only declared he had nevers confessed 
that he was guflty to Captain Lebiun- 
Kenault who had charge of the prisoner 
at the time of his condemnation and 
degradation, but insisted that he had al- 
ways protested his innocence and had 
intimated, after his degradation on the 
parade ground of the military school at 
Paris, his intention to declare publicly 
Uhat his inn;<3«nce would be recognizer; 
in two or three years. 


It was al<SQ cabled from Cayenne that 


the prisoner denied that he had made 
any avowals to the director at the prison 
in Which he was confined after h'« con- 
demnation Dreyfus added that Colonel 
Pate du CJam came to him thcj-e and 
asked him if he had not revealed cer- 
tain documents with the view of obtain- 
ing others in exchange and he (Dreyfus) 
replied that he had not revealed the con- 
tents of any document. 


Dreyfus, in his cabled deposition, con- 


cluded with i^iteratingtha.t he ha^a made 
no confession to a Republican guard or 
gendarme and that on the contrary ho 
bad aiways dfcjaired that his inr-ci-enc* 
would be proved in two or thres years.

DiKD OF APOPLEXY 


Ex-Conjjre>.Rnivin \Villiun> A. Itrcsol at II11 


Winter H»m« In 


Boston, Jan. 10.—Hon. V,rilliam A. Rus- 


sell died early this morning from an at- 
tar-k of apoplexy at his home in this city. 


Mr. Russell was born in Wells River, 


Vt.. Aphil 2$, 1831, and after gratJuatinj: 
from'Franlvlin academy begun woikin 
the pulp mill, owned by his father, who 
was a pioneer in the paper industry in 
New England. Five ye-ars later this son 
was taken into partnership, and the pulp 
milis were removed to Lawrence. Soon 
after this his father re-tired, owing to hi 
health, and the son assumed control of 
the%-busmess. which grew rapidly. In 
1S67 Mr. Russell wa« elected an alder- 
man in the city ot Lav.n-nce. In the 
next year he was chosen a member of 
tho legislature. In ISGjJ he also 
was 


chosen a delegate to the national Repub- 
lican convention in Cincinnati. 


He \\as elected a nici'.-bcr of tht Fo; ty- 


sixth congress irom the Seventh Mas- 
sachusetts district, and seived on the 
committee of commerce Using al'-o a 
member ot the sub-committee to inves- 
tigate the cause of the deeln-.e cf Amer- 
ican commerce. He was la-eiertfd to 
congress, serving on the Lommlttwe on 
v. ays and means. Yielding to the de- 
mands of his constituent*, he was again 
nominated by acclamation a,nd elected 
to the Forty-eighth congns^. Li liSi 
he declined a re-election to the Foj'ty- 
ninth congress. At the LlGt-e of h s con- 
gressional life Mr. Russeil made his win- 
ter home in Boston, and parsed hi? sum- 
mers on the north shore and at his farm 
in North Anduvor. 


More than five years ago Mr. Russell 


devised the plan, for the consolidation 
of the paper mills ct lhe country, a-nd 
thenceforth his labors \\ ere towa: d that 
end, but it was not until the thorough 
demoralization of business in 1896-97 
could he make progress. During the 
summer of 1S97 a meeting of the owners 
of about 20 of the largest mills of the 
country \\ as held, at which the question 
of consolidation was discussal 
It ro- 


sultcd in Mr Russell being appointed to 
set an appraisal on the plants represent- 
ed in the meeting, and later the outcome 
wa* the organization of the Interna- 
tional Paper company, with Mr. Russell 
president and director. 


In November of the same year hp 


broke duwii from overwork, and in Au- 
gust of last year resigned his position 
in the company, although he letamed a 
large interest in the corporation. He also 
retained Ws connection with tho Mt. 
Torn Sulphite company, and several 
smaller mills in Maine, and the controll- 
ing interest in the Water Power com- 
pany in Bellows Falls, Vt. 


Mr. Rusbell was a director of the Fitch- 


burg lailroad, and past president of tho 
Commercial club. He was twice mar- 
ried, and seven children survive him.

yoa ever txpeci to sell liim to a dfdler. 
A shaved furoiop knocks from 10 to 
50 per cent, off of the market value of 
a roadster, a coach horse.-a cob or a 
|eaddle horse. The piacuce of clipping 
horses' foreiops. and generally from 
thrte to six inches of the mane with 
it. has become a very common one. It 
never improves a horse's looks and is 
rarely beneficial. 


Fashion demands that a coach horse, 


a cob, a hack, a roadster or any hort of 
a saddle horse must wear a foretop. and 
it is a serious mistake to clip it off of 
any marketable ironing-bred horse. 


M. Nfiwgass is one of Chicago's most 


extensive exporters of horses, and ships 
many trotung-bred coach, park and 
saddle horses to London L.nd Liver- 
poo! each week. 


When questioned In regard to the 


practice of clipping ihe foretops from 
trouing-bred horses he said: "It's per- 
nicious. I cannot buy a horse for ex- 
port if his foretop has been cut off, un- 
less I can get him at half his real value, 
because the foreign buyers always 
keep such a horse until the mane grows 
out again, and they must buy them 
very cheap to do that. You cannot say 
too much against that practice in your 
paper, or caution breeders too often, 
as the number of trotting-bred horses 
that come to this market minus their 
foretops is astonishing." 


Decay of Immature IMum Fruit. 
The signs of,attack of the curculio 


and the .course to be pursued for its 
riddance are well known; but contin- 
ued inquiries, as to the cause of decay 
of immature plum fruit, show the ne- 
cessity for repetition. The chief enemy 
of the plum is the insect curculio, and 
its ravages for a while caused a cessa- 
tion of planting this fruit in many sec- 
tions; but with a little attention, such 
as all fruits will *eguire,serious trouble 
can be* avoided and perfect fruit had. 
Perhaps the o'ldest plan for ridding the 
trees of the pest is to violently jar the 
trees, with a small, padded log, from 
time to time after the leaves have ap- 
peared, when the insects would first 
appear. A sheet arranged beneath the 
tree catches the insects that fall by 
the jarring, and they are thus col- 
lected and destroyed. At this period, 
the mature insect, in the form of a 
beetle, is at work feeding on the leaves. 
If let alone the real destruction is be- 
gun as the fruit is set, when eggs are 
deposited therein m great numbers- 
it is said at the rate of. ten a day by 
each female. 


A solution of the' well-known 
Bor- 


deaux mixture and diluted pans green 
would be effective in this case, and 
•would at the same time act upon any 
fungus that might be present. Many 
of our private gardens lack the plum, 
one of the most ^licious family fruits, 
merely because of this little difficulty, 
which is really not as great as is us- 
ually considered. 


The advent of the Japanese varieties, 


which have not thus far been found 
out by the curculio, has, to a degree, 
lent encouragement to the planter; but 
there are some of the old varieties that 
could not be well replaced, and it will 
be found profitable to give a little care 
to them rather than sacrifice their good 
qualities. 


Treatment for Various Diseases. 


SORE TEATS—G. B. M. has a sow 


which has a hard lump at the root of 
one of the teats and a little matter 
comes from it. 
This is caused from 


inflammation, likely the result of an 
Injury. 
Bathe the part with hot 
Ava- 


ter several times a ,day and squeeze 
out as much milk and matter as you 
can. 
This will relieve the inflamma- 


tion and it will soon get well. 
If it 


should leave a hard swelling mix 1 dr 
iodine with 1 02 lard and rub on a lit- 
tle twice a week. 


SUCKING WOOD.—"Subscriber" has 


a cow which sucks wood. 
This habit 


she got when a calf. 
It is difficult to 


break animals of a habit. 
Try cov- 


ering the wood which she sucks with a 
solution of aloes, or effusion of quassia 
chips. 
This will cause a bitter taste 


in the animal's mouth and is some- 
times successful. 
If this does not 


cure her, put on a myzzle after she 
is fed, for a few months. 


RHEUMATISM.—A. M. S. has pigs 


four months old which get stiff and 
some of them have lost the use of their 
hind parts. 
Give each pig a table- 


spoonful of caster oil; after this ope- 
rates give 10 drops of the oil of gaulth- 
eria and 1 drop of the ftuid extraqt of 
nux vomica at a dose three times a day 
in a teaspoonful of cod liver oil. Con- 
tinue this for 10 days, then skip a week 
and give again if necessary. 


TICKS ON SHEEP.—B. B. C. wants 


to know if there Is any remedy that 
will exterminate ticks, some other way 
than by dipping. 
There is no suc- 


cessful method by which ticks can be 
destroyed except by dips of some sort. 
Insect powder if enough is put on will 
destroy them; it 1* not practicable, but 
may be tried.

It is essential to leave t-nough of the 


old wood to bear a:: much fruit as the 
bush will allow, tl.e trimming being 
done chiefly oa the wood of but one 
year's growth; this wood has no fruit 
buds, just simply :he leaf bu<!s. The 
pruning should be done 
before the 


bushes blossom. This pruning has a 
double purpose; this is to throw the 
vitality of the bush into the fruit buds 
and later to produce lateral branches 
which will in time Mso produce fruit. 


Sometimes goobelerry bubhes are de- 


pleted in strength f;om o\ erbearing or 
from old age. Hi s-.u-h eases the bear- 
ing wood should bo cut back severely, 
thus preventing fru.tmg for the present 
season ,*nd encouraging new growth 
which wtll fiuit b> the time the plant 
has recovered its vitality. 


When plants are strong and yet do 


not produce fruit °n a reasonable or 
satisfactory quantity cut the previous 
year's wood back at least one-half. 
This will throw the strength into the 
remaining branches, which must al- 
most of necessity produce fruit buds 
and eventually fruit. 


An InifenlODH Gate Fantener. 


A writer in the Country Gentleman 


describes a novel gate fastener as fol- 
lows: 


Some years ago, while traveling in 


scntral Ohio, I saw on a certain farm a 
gate-fastening of very simple construc- 
tion. I think the owner designed it, 
but whether it has ever been described 
I do not know. On the gate was a 
common iron bolt, made fast and pro- 
jecting two inches. Into the gate-post

was driven a long staple-like iron, with 
i cross-piece one inch from the round- 
ad end. 
On the cross-piece loosely 


dung an iron ring. When the gate was 
shut, the bolt striking the ring threw 
.t up and came against the post, where 
it was held by the ring as it dropped 
igain. The ring could not be pushed 
3ut, as it bore against the en^ of the 
staple or bent rod; nor could the gate 
be thrown open by littmg, as the bolt 
was under the staple. 
An upwaid 


oressure on the ring released the bolt. 
This fastening is simple, cheap, effect- 
ive and durable. Possiblj it would be 
useful to T. H. H. (p 186), who m- 
luired about gate-openers.

in lines several 


blocks long awaiting their turn at the 
cashici's counter 
When one of them 


finally reached him and laid down the 
note he wished to exchange for silver 
coin, he was held for five or u.-n min- 
utes and subjected to a cross-examina- 
tion such as might have been given 
him by a census enumerator. In the 
meantime, a clerk wrote his answers 
down upon a blank form—his age, oc- 
cupation, residence,, birthplace, the 
iiair.es of his parents, etc. 
Then he 


was required to sign a formal applica- 
tion for the exchange of twenty pesetas, 
for example, in paper, for their equiva- 
lent in silver. Then he was sent away 
and told to return in three days. 


On the third day the man would re- 


turn and, after standing in line again 
all day and all night, perhaps, would 
reach the cashier's counter. He would 
be required to bring somebody 'to iden- 
tify him and to certify that he was the 
person described in the paper present- 
ed. This took a couple of days more, 
perhaps, and finally he was given a 
certificate or draft upon another cash- 
ier, who, he was told, would pay him 
the money. This made it necessary for 
nim to stand m another line for a day 
or two, and when he finally reached 
the proper place he would be required 
to sign a receipt and make an oath of 
allegiance to the government and an 
indorsement of the financial soundness 
of the 
bank. Thus by this circum- 


locution arrangement 
a man had to 


waste seven or eight days to get a pa- 
per dollar changed into silver, and the 
transaction was so tedious and compli- 
cated That each consumed, fifteen or 
twenty minutes. 
As there was only 


one cashier not more than forty or fifty 
persons at the utmost could be served 
in a day, and the clamor finally sub- 
sided from exhaustion

The powerful Confederate ironclad

fiercely. Farragut took up nis position 
in the port mizzen rigging, the better 
to observe the progress of the fight 
and to direct and cheer on his men. 
Lieutenant Watson, seeing the great 
danger to which the interepid admiral 
was exposing himself, procured a rope 
and lashed him in his place. In a let- 
ter which Lieutenant Watson wrote to 
his mother after the battle, he men- 
tions in detail the reckless bravery of 
Farragut, and adds "At length I lash- 
ed him to the rigging with my own 
hands, having in vam begged him not 
to stand in such an exposed place." 


The relations which existed between 


Admiral Farragut and his flag lieuten- 
ant were of the most affectionate de- 
scription. In his official report of the 
Mobile battle, Farragut showed what 
he thought of young Watson. "Lieuten- 
ant Watson," he wrote, "has 
been 


brought to your attention in former 
times. 
He was on the poop attending 


to the signals and performed his duty, 
as might -be expected, thoroughly. He 
is a scion worthy of the noble stock lie 
sprang from, and I commend him to 
your attention." 


There is no better blood in the navy 


than flows in the veins of Commodore 
Watson. He was born in Frankfort, 
Ky., Aug. 24, 1842. His father, Edward 
Howe Watson, was a skilful and popu- 
lar physician of the old school, and his 
mother, Sarah Lee Crittenden Watson, 
was a daughter of John Jordan Cnt- 
tenden, the famous Kentucky states- 
man, rival of Henry Clay, governor at 
one time of Kentucky and attorney 
general in William Henry Harrison's 
cabinet, 
v 


Commodore Watson was married in 


1873 to Miss Elizabeth Thornton, a dis- 
tant connection, and daughter of Judge 
James Thornton ot San Francisco. The 
result of this union was eight children, 
seven of whom aie living. The eldest 
son, 
John Edward Watson, is an en- 


sign in the navy, and is now attached to 
the cruiser Detroit. Commodore Wat- 
son's na\al career has been a notable 
one. 
He entered the Naval Academy 


Sept. 29, 1856, and was graduated in 
Jxme, 1860, standing high in his class. 
He was immediately assigned to the 
rank of midshipman, and Aug. 15 join- 
ed the Susquehanna in that • capacity 
for a cruise to Europe While he was 
abroad the civil war broke out, and 
he returned at once to take part in it. 
He was promoted to the rank of mas- 
ter Aug. 31, 1861. 
His career as a 


fighter did not really begin, however, 
until Jan. 10, 1862, when he was or- 
dered to the Hartford as navigator. 
This was Admiral Farragut's flagship. 
He was commissioned a lieutenant 
July 16, 1862, and in January, 1864, he 
was made flag lieutenant to Farragut. 
He was at the battles of New Orleans, 
Mobile Bay, Vicksburg and Port Hud- 
son. 
In a letter to his son Loyal dur- 


ing the war Admiral Farragut tells of 
Watson's volunteering to slip off and 
blow up a blockade runner. 
Among 


other things he says: "It was au anx- 
ious night for me, as I am about as 
fond of Watson as I am of your own 
dear self." 


\The 
ship referred to by Farragut was 


burned—blown up as effectuallly and 
completely as was the Merrimac the 
other day by heroic Hobson and his 
equally heroic crew. 


At the close of the civil war Lieu- 


tenant Watson was ordered to the 
Colordo, on the European station. He 
was made lieutenant commander July 
26, 18C6; commander Jan. 
23, 1874; 


captain March 8, 1S87, and commodore 
Nov. 
7, 1897. During the last thirty 


years he has commanded a number of 
the best ships in the navy and held im- 
portant posts on shore. His wife and 
unmarried children reside at the Naval 
Home in Philadelphia, of which insti- 
tution he was governor for a number 
of years.
